Prof. William P. Sacis of Uni- 
versity City, dean of the defunct 
National University of Arts and

Asserts Klan, “Greatest 
_ Issue,” Demands Atten- 
tion Instead of Mere Words: 
on 18th Amendment..

WESTBADEN, Ind., Oct. 19.—A 


formal resolution pledging to Presi- 
dent Coolidge the “fullest co-opera- 
tion” in enforcement of prohibition 
was adopted at the 15th annual gov- 
ernors’ conference here today after 
a stormy debate. Adoption of the 
motion was accompanied by a tumult 
of shouting and stamping during 
which Gov. John M. Parker of 
Louisiana, left the meeting. 

When the conference met today 
Gov. P. H. Baxter of Maine called 


ior unfinished business and Gov. 
William E. Sweet of Colorado said 
the redraft of the memorial on the 
prohibition question, to be presented 
to President Coolidge in Washing- 
ton tomorrow was ready for the sig- 
natures of the Governofs. 


Blaine‘ t"OPpexltion. 

Gov. Blaine of Wisconsin was on 
his feet instantly with objections to 
the signing of the memorial, declar- 
ing that the “round robin is an unfair 
evasion of our rule against resolu- 
tions.”” He urged a discussion of 
methods for enforcing the Volstead 
act instead “of proclaiming from the 
housetops that we are virtuous men 
and good Governors.”’ 

“I am opposed to the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Volstead Act 
and the people of Wisconsin know 
it,”’ said Blaine. “But there is no 
criticism of the enforcement of the 
laws in our, State. If we are meet- 
ing h@sre to memorialize on the en- 
forcement of laws we should 
neglect none. This fanaticism is 
base hypocrisy.”’ 

Gov. Parker of Louisiana said he 
would resign from the conference of 
Governors if a single name were at- 
tached to the memorial. “The Ku 
Klux Klan is the greatest issue in 
America today,” he declared, “and 
that questior. demands the time and 
attention of this meeting instead 
mer: words on the DBighteenth 
Amendment.” 

Neff Strong for Enforcement. 

“I have declared military rule 20 
times in various parts of Texas to in- 
sure law enforcement,” asserted Pat 
M. Neff, Governor of the Lone Star 
State, “ayd if 47 Governors refuse to 
sign this memorial, ti still will go to 
the national capital with the signa- 
ture of the largest unit in this re- 
public. President Coolidge has invit- 
ed the Governors tc Washineton to 
discuss prohibition enforcement, not 
the klan, and we therefore should 
confine ourselves to the purpose of 
the meeting. 

“Let this conference proclaim to 
every bootlegger and every distiller 
in this country that this law will be 
enforced. And let us proclaim to

Lloyd George placed a wreath on 
the top of the sarcophagus, just 
above one standing in front placed 
there several months ago by Presi- 
dent Coolidge when he was Vice 
President.
